The cote trade this week presents 


some peculiar phases that are both in- 
tereating aud InatrucUve. 1C has been 
an up*na-doirn week "with the opera- 
tors. Some plants have decreased the 
number of ovens, others have increas- 
ed. Production fell, off slightly, but 
there to * lain in the number of ac- 
tive ovens, and shipments are bettered 
by 372 cars. Prices continue to stif- 
fen -with a decided bullish movement 
on the part of independent operators 
to hold off for ?3 coke. 


la the Connellsville region proper 


269,139 tons were manufactured 
as 


compared to 273,390 tons the previous 
week* The oven comparison shows 
that 21,031 ovens were in operation as 
against 21,003 the previous week. In 
the Lower Connellsville region the 
tonnage was 149,817 as against 133,258 
the previous week. The total decrease 
in production amounted to 7,692 tons. 


It may seem odd in the face o£ Im- 


proved conditions that a decrease in 
production should be noted at 
this 


time, especially when there is an ex- 
tremely heavy shipment counted by 
can. but practically every car of 
standing coke was moved from the 
sidings. 
This stock coke has been 


accounted for in previous reports. The 
failure in production is due to labor 
conditions. "While operators report a. 
six-day run the production is material- 
ly cut by smaller charges in the ovens 
Where a six-day production at full 
capacity would net several thousand 
tons more per week at many plants 
there is no positive assurance that 
the ovens' will be pulled, and to be 
safe shorter charges are made and 
the men take more ovens. The plant 
is thus enabled to keep all oiens go- 
ing and hope each day for more work- 
men. The Frick company is endeavor- 
ing to secure all coke possible, but its 
production compared to the number of 
(ivens in blast is not up to capacity. 
Ovens have been dropped from day to 
day, and while there appears to be a 
large number of workmen they have 
established a sort of floating popula- 
tion, wandering from one point to 
another. 


Operators generally blame foreign 


agents for many of the deserters. It 
is alleged that foreign agents 
and 


bankers are demanding $1 a head for 
workmen. They are shifted anil shunt- 
ed around o\er the region and soon 
become dissatisfied with their condi- 
tions, and upon 
returning 
to 
the 


agent are usually sent to some other 
plant at a ?1 a head again. Some op- 
erators have 
positively refused 
to 


deal through the agents for workmen, 
having tried the experience several 
times only to be disappointed m main- 
taining their ovens in blast after con- 
tracting in the belief that a sufficient 
number of workmen had been secured. 


There is, a most promising outlook 


for 1910 as to prices. There c'oes not 
seem to be anj thing in the waj to pre- 
vent a 53 furnace 
rate 
prevailing 


throughout the year. Alread> opera- 
tors are talking $3 for the balance of 
the year. Some operators who have 
been idle for some time past say they 
will not resume nea<- S3 coke, ^hese 
are exceptional .cases. 
In most in- 


stances,- the small 
operator;, 
were 


obliged to run to meet payments and 
interest. The idle operators huve ex- 
ceptionally good coke, and while they 
have been idle prices have advanced 
It would not now be at all surprising 
if they did not hold off entirely unti 
a guaranteed $3 price was reached. Ii 
does not seem to te farther off than 
January, and there if/a possibility that 
it may come earlier. 
The rejjort of 


an operator having refused SiUo for 
his output during 1910 is generally dis 
credited. With a full year's operation 
ahead and a guarantee lo take the ful 
output such a contract is not one to 
be turned down.

The general offer being 


made by buyers at the present time is 
J2.40 per ton, furnace. A better offer 
is made for the last quarter of this 
year and the first half of nett year 
This price runs up to ?2.SO, but oper 
ators are generally holding out for Jii 
[and better. A good profit is now be 
ing reaped on spot delivery coke, ant 
the market is unusually active. 


Xo complaints are being made of a 


water supply although some of the 
smaller streams are low. The major 
ity of the operators have 
fortified 


themselves with wells. A car shortage 
does not appear to be in sight and the 
railroad agents have started early on 
the job of seeing that all plants are 
supplied with cars. Box cars 
are 


somewhat scarce. 
During the past 


week the Baltimore fe Ohio has add 
ed hundreds to the service. The com 
pany has but few cars now out of ser- 
vice and ti noticeable decrease is to be 
seen in all the yards. Quite a few 
foreign cars are on the tracks, but 
these are scheduled westward for the 
grain movement. Next week' will close 
up the third quarter of the year, and 
the prediction is that, in an industrial 
way, the last quarter of 1909 will be 
a record-breaker. 


As an illustration of the state of 


the trade, it is interesting to note 
that jne coke operator last week had 
a round with buyers in which he made 
a good deal. At the startoff he was 
offered 52.65 for his coke by a broker. 
He 
refused it. 
A consumer 
came 


along and offered J2.S» and the broker 
came back with an offer of $2.90. The 
consumer came back with an offer of 
J3. 
The operator closed, but made

Jeneral Manager Thomas McCaffrey 
tf this company, instead of rebuilding 
_t part of lh-* tipple at the main shaft, 
conceived the idea of enforcing the 
huavy steel framework" by making ii 
the nucleus of a concrete structure 
This %vas done by building molds about 
the steelwork and pouring in the con 
crete, making solid walls in the shaft 
from the ground upwards to a distance 
of about SO fer-t, witbin fUe feet or t>o 
>f the bull wheels. 
Mr. 
McCaffrey 


jays he will concrete the balance of 
his steel framework on the Upple, 
making; a job that will last as long 
as the plant lives. 


His idea is that to reinforce stop] 


work of this character, 
the 
work 


should be done while the sioel frame 
is still In good condition and this has 
been done at Brier Hill, Fumes from 
the shaft and the ovens attack work 
of this sort about coking plant-5 and 
render its Jj'fo less by reason of tho 
destructive character of the smoke in 
contact with the metal. 


Many managers of other plants who 


have heard of the job arc going to 
Brier Hill to see the work, which Is 
an innovation in the region. The idc-a 
will likely be copied at some other 
plants where steel work has deteriorat- 
ed from tha same causes. 


Mir. McCaffrey reports that his aver- 


age output per oven, tor September is 
rising in sjTitc of a low average early 
in the month. The Brier Hill plant is 
one of the mont popular In the region 
among m'ners as every precaution Is 
taken by the management to insure- 
safety by heavy timbering and other 
means, in which cost is ae~v jr consid- 
ered ahead of safely. 


FINISHED PRODUCTS 


Mark Advanced Price in the Iron and 


Steel Trade. 


NEW YORK, Sept, 30— (Special.) 


The American 
Metal 
Market 
and 


Daily Iron and Steel Report says: 


"Developments in the iron and steel 


trade have shifted from pig iron to fin- 
ished products. Last -week the com- 
plaint was that pig Iron and crude steel 
were advancing too rapidly for the fin- 
ished product. This week brings defi- 
nite advances in sheets and tin plates, 
and -what amounts practically to ad- 
vances in bars, plates and shapes. 


Effective September 28 the Ameri- 


can Sheet & Tin Plate Company ad- 
vancas sheets anS tin plates 52 a ton, 
to ?2.30 for black sheets, $3.35 for gal- 
vanized sheets and J3.50 for tin plates 
Blue annealed sheets, advanced SI a 
ton a fortnight ago to $1.70 for 10 
gauge, are not changed, nor are corru- 
gated roofing sheets. 


"The tin piate advance is obviously 


preliminary to another advance after 
consumers are allowed to place con- 
tracts for the near future, and terms 
will no doubt be arranged whereby 
large deliveries will be taken this year 
against next season. This will ensure 
fairly good runninf of 'the tin mills 
the remainder of this .year, and restore 
a course which was b.'oken by the Oc- 
tober, 1907, panic, whereby in 1907 
and 1908 tin nlate stocks, were .not 
made up against the foll^wiBE season. 


"The sheet advance was anticipat- 


ed by the i'ouBgstown. Sheet 


Company, which under date of Sep- 
tember 24 marie advaoces. The inde- 
pendent tin late mills have at times 
ocen securing premiums 
for 
oarly 


delivery. 


"Steel bars have sold at 1.50c for 


first quarter, and plates at l.SOc for 
the first quarter, prices $2 a 
ion 


above the minimum of the market, 
done only on delivers- at mins' con- 
venience. 
A general filming up to 


this level is expected, shortly, for [ill 
deliveries. 


"The general volume of buying In 


finished steel has not measurably ia- 
creased in the past fortnight, but the 
condition is cordially \veicompd by 
producers, who have 
been 
feeling 


that the movement might prove lo be 
too rapid."

The Amer- 
into ihe matter quite extensively and 
iuvo ihe mater qutite extensively and 
last week had the following to say 
about it: 


Under the above caption we noted . 


ihe serious question which lias been 
raised as to whether the facilities oi the 
Connellfaville region are likely to prove 
equaJ to tbe coke demand in the com- 
ing winter and spring:, and printed a 
table compiled by us from the weekly 
tepnrts of the ConnellsviUe Courier, 
showing its views as to the "number of 
ovens in blast and weekly productlop, 
from the besmnJnsr of IflOT to date, e.8 
well as the number of ovens It report- 
ed as in eimence on the quarterly 
dates 


The chief question is whether the 


ovens known to be In existence can be 
counted upon for full production. If 
so. there will be no scarcity. If, on the 
other hand, tne present output repre- 
sents the best the region c!an do there 
ia going to be a serious scarcity. 
Luer we shall discuss the increase 
•Men has occured in demand through 
the building of new blast furnaces. 
Here we present some notes on coke 
capacity.

In the National Developement. 


"A very few years ago 'forest con- 


servation* was little 
more than 
a 


phrase; today it is a vital ifcsiie in our 
national development," 
says 
Tread- 


well Cleveland, Jr., in a circular on 
tbe status of forestry in this country, 
which has just been issued by the 
United States Forest 
Service 
"In 


connection with tUe g-'neral plan to 
conserve al! natural resoui cos, it is the 
most important and far-reaching eco- 
nomic policy ever adopted and pur- 
sued by any nation. 


"The forest is one of (he chief sup- 


ports o£ the whole material fabric ol 
our civilization. The forest raeana not 
only a permanent supp'y of wood and 
the life of all the industries which de- 
pend upon it, but also the control of 
the waters for human ust\ There is 
only barrenness in the future of the 
nation -which has lost the use of wood 
and. the control of wa.l<T. 


"The sort of use that wns made of 


natnraj resources during the pioneer- 
Ing stage, while right enough at the 
time, is far too wasteful to be carried 
on into the new industrial era. In or- 
der to know how to- use a thing, how- 
ever, it is necessary first to find out 
how much of It there is to us»\ and 
taking stock of our forest resources 
has led to startling results. 


"H has shewn that we are stilt des- 


troying the foieet as we use it; that 
we are taking from it (very year three 
and a. half times as much wood a^ is 
added by the new growth. 
ft 
has 


shown that less }han oftr-third oC the 
growing trees felled bv I ho lumber- 
man. Isnever us^d at all, so that two- 
thirds of all the timb'-r cut is simply 
destroyed. It has shown 
that one- 


eleventh of all tho forests are swept 
by fires every y^ar. nnd tiiat on the 
average since 1870 forest fires have 
yearly cost $50,00000*1 in timber and 
50 lives. It has shown that one 99 
percenter the forests m private hands 
—which comprise thrift-fourths of all 
the forest land and four-fifth 
of all 


the wood—Is thus devastated by de- 
structive use and the scourge of un- 
checked fires, while less than one per 
cent Is properly handled for succes- 
sive crops or effectively protected 
from fire. The forest as a resource 


is rapidly being obliterated. 


"But the inventory of the 
forests 


has iiad yet other ugly facts to 
re- 


veal. With tho disappearance and de- 
terioration of tho 
mountain forests 


the nation is losing control of 
the 


streams, which are useful in our civ- 
ilization in ways and degrees unparal- 
lelled by any other 
resource. 
Pure 


water for domestic purposes is, or 
course, indispensable; 
usable water 


at che right seasons is the sole 
reli- 


ance of the great projects by which 
the and lands are vivified by irriga- 
tior; cheap water transportation is a 
matter of dollars and coats to every 
citizen; trustworthy power streams 
are the key to the ago of electricity, 
at the gates oC which modern industry 
is standing. Yet the guardian of the 
waters is steadily compelled to re 
treat offore the ax and fire. 


"la waste alone we reject more than 


twr-thirds of the lumber that might 
be taken from the standing trees. At 
leant halt of this waste is unneces- 
sary. In the first place, we waste the 
forest by refusing to titke advantage 
of its fuU capacity for growth. 
Pro- 


tncted and properly managed, our for- 
ests will produce far moro wood than 
they do af present. But while it is 
wasteful to cripple the forest 
bv a 


violent lumbering which 
destroys 


young growth—the promise of the fu- 
ture forest—it is doubly wasteful 
to 


lock up the forest and let the ripe tim- 
ber die and decay, for in the former 
ca=e the torest at least contributes a 
temporary supply of 
wood, whereas 


fn the lafer case it 
contributes no 


wcod at all.
